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REMARKS 

The Election of Species Requirement dated October 5, 2004, has been received and 
reviewed. 

Claims 1-21 are currently pending in the above-referenced application and are subject to 
the Election of Species Requirement. 

Claim Amendments 

The claim amendments that are presented herein merely include replacement of the term 
"said" with "the." As these terms are equivalents, none of the amendments to the claims 
introduces new matter or alters the scope of any of the claims.

Species Election 

The Office has identified four species of invention and has made a requirement that one 
of the species be elected. 

An election is hereby made, without traverse, to prosecute the claims that read on 
Species I. Species I, which is depicted in Fig. 2, broadly includes an interposer including a 
substrate with at least one slot formed therethrough, at least one first contact pad on the substrate 
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at a location proximate the slot, at least one upwardly protruding dam protruding from a surface 
of the substrate and laterally sxirrounding the at least one slot and the at least one first contact 
pad, and at least one second contact pad carried by the substrate and located between the at least 
one dam and an outer periphery of the substrate. 

It is respectfiiUy submitted that each of claims 1-5, 8-14, and 16-20 reads on Species L It 
is further submitted that at least independent claim 1 is generic to all four species that have been 
identified by the Office. 

An early and favorable action on the merits of claims 1-5, 8-14, and 16-20 is respectfully 
solicited, as is a retum of claims 6, 7, 15, and 21 to consideration.
